Legislation of vital importance to 
School Boards and Trustees is pub- 
lished by the “Alberta School Trus- 
tee.” Tt refers to teachers’ con- 
tracts and the procedure to be fol- 


lowed in future. The following’ ex- 


cerpts are taken therefrom: 
Important New Legislation 

“The following exceedingly ac 
tant and far-reaching amendments 
to The School Act have just been}) 
passed in the Legislature. These 
are the most drastic that have been 
passed in some years and School 
Boatds must pay the strictest atten- 
tion to them if they are to avoid un- 
told trouble. 

Continuance Contracts Now 
In Force 

“Section 156. of the School Act is 
amended by striking out sub-section 
{3) and substituting therefor © the 
following: 

‘(3) The contract, including any 

presently existing contract shall, 

except in the case of substitute 

teachers and subject to the fol- 

lowing provisions, continue in 

force from year to year unless 

and until the certificate of the 

teacher shall have been revoked.’ 

“This means that all contracts now 
in effect and any contract that may 
hereafter be entered into is a con- 
tinuous contract éven if drawn for 
a definite period and a notice of 
termination will be necessary in all 


_jeases if it is desired to bring the, 


contract to an: end. 
Notice of Termination Must Be 
Given by June 20th 
“Section 157, Clause (a) of sub-sec- 
tion (1) is amended by adding the 
following: 
‘Provided that any notice to ter- 
minate a contract which takes 
effect in the month of July shall}, 
be given to. the teacher on or 
before the’. 20th day of June,’ 
“It is feared that this amendment 
will be a fruitful cause of trouble, 
so School Boards are urged to make 
certain that if they are giving notice 
of any termination of any contract 
they must do so on or before June 
20th and must give thirty clear days’ 
notice, expiring in July. Failure of 
the board to comply with these two 
points renders the notice invalid. 
Board of Reference Restored 
“The Act is further amended so as 
to restore the Board of Reference 
which ‘was formerly in existence. 
“This amendment means’ that in the 
future any teacher will have the 
right, upon depositing the sum of 
Twenty-Five Dollars, in all cases to 
appeal to, the Board of Reference, 
even if the contract is terminatea 
at the end of the teaching year. 
This means that no matter how just 
may be the dismissal nor -hew much 
it may be in the best interests of 
the children in the sch@ol, any 
School Board may be put to the 
expense of sending representatives 
to the hearing before the Board of 
Reference and of engaging legal 
counsel to defend position.”

most important factor—DEMAND 
for the product. 

From October to 
European. countries suddenly and 
unexpectedly most feverishly in- 
ereased their demands -for wheat. 
After April these extra demands 

n to fade away until today they 
hardly exist. Perhaps the waxing 
and waning of the “fear of war” 
was at the bottom of it all. | 

The situation reminds us forcibly 
that price is governed not alone by 
supply but equally well by Demand. 

It, is unfortunate, however, that 
while there are most excellent stat- 
istics about wheat supplies, and 
about money, to guide us, there are 
only at the best “intelligent guesses,” 
and. certainly no statistics, to help 
us to appraise DEMAND. 

Good judgment is all we can use, 
and good judgment, of course, is an 
exceedingly rare human attribute.

Authenticity. of the plate — is 
vouched for by Prof, Herbert E, 
Bolton, chairman of the department

nia, The plate has been acquitea 
by the California Historical Society 
and presented to the University of 
California: 

Finder of this plate, which is 
hailed: as the most interesting and 
significant relic in California ‘his- 
tory, was Beryle Shin, who one 
Sunday last summer was on a pleas- 
ure drive in Marin County, north of 
San Francisco, : It was his first visit 
to that section.. As he drove south 
from San Rafael, on the road tead- 
ing to Greenbrae, he had a punc- 
ture. 


. Hidden Under a Rock 
It was. a nice day, and a pleasant | 


about repairing the puncture. He 
degided this was as good a place as 
any other to eat a picnic lunch in, 
so he and his companions climbed 
the cliff beside the road, 

Before they were ready to move 
on, they amused themselves by 
rolling some rocks down a hill, One 
of the rocks Mr. Shinn picked up 
partly covered a small piece of 
metal. He thought it was iron, and 
the sort of thing that might be used 
to patch a hole in the inside of his 
car, so he picked it up and took it 
with him. 

Mr. Shinn never thought of the 
piece of metal again for about a 
month, Then:one day he decided 
to repair his car. He got the metal 


work, but the plate seemed to have 
some inscription on it. Taking it 
into the house, he scrubbed it with 
soap and a brush. He could make 
oul some words. Then Mr. Shinn 
got in touch with Prof. Bolton. 


Believes Plate Genuine 

When Mr. Shinn described the 
plate over the telephone to Prof. 
Bolton, the learned scholar knew 
at once that it was either a hoax or 
something extremely important. He 
hastened to decipher the plate and 
to apply to it every test which his 
wide historical learning made pos- 
sible. After due consideration, he 
was willing to stake his reputation 
on its authenticity. 

Mr .Shinn, when he learned the 
importance of what he had discov- 
ered, made no effort to derive profit 
from his rich find. He would not 
sell, but he was willing to give the 
plate to the University of Califor- 
hia. Prof. Bolton at once got in 
touch with leading memibers of the 
California Historieal Society, who 
vevisited with Mr, Shinn the scene 
of his. discovery and raised a’ fund 
from which a reward was paid to 
Mr. Shinn, The relic will be on dis- 
play at the University of California 
in Berkeley. 

The plate is of solid brass, about 
five inches wide by eight inches 
long and an eighth of an inch thick.

Recipes 


CELERY AND MUSHROOM SOUP 


One medium-sized head of celery, 
1 small onion, 1-4 lb. mushrooms, 
2 tablespoons butter, 3 tablespoons 
flour, 3 cups milk, salt and pepper. 


Chop onion and celery finely and 


boil until tender. Cut mushrooms 
in small pieces and boil five to eight 
minutes in small amount of water.

Methods of Seeding 
Hay and Pasture 


Aocoidtiig to popular , opinion, 
there is a great deal of luck in 
establishing — stands of grasses 
or legumes, This idea, which arises 
from the fact that in the past these 
crops wére seeded in a’ 
manner, is lutely incorrect. 


According the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Station, Lacombe, forage 
crops can be grown anywhere that 
cereal crops will grow. However, 
it is necessary to use a crop adapt- 
ed to conditions, and to seed it in 
a way that will give it opportunity 
to prove its worth, 

On the prairie, where rainfall is 
very. limited, it is best to. stubble 
in the grass atid legume seed, with- 
out a nurse crop, either in the late 
fall or the early spring. 

On the grey bush soils; where 
moisture is abundant, they may be 
grown without a nurse crop. On 
this poor soil, the grain will not be 
thick enough to smother out the 
forage seedlings, and it will protect 
them from the sun and wind. If a 
little of the: proper ferilizer is ap- 
plied, a good crop of grain and a 
srong. stand of forage will usually 
result, 

In the park belt, ‘the Lacombe 
Station “recommends seeding with- 
out a nurse crep. On rich soil, so- 
called nurse c¥ops actually often 
strangle crops, growing so rank that 
they rob the tiny seedlings of the 
moisture, plant food and light which 
they require. 

In order to secure a good seed 
bed, the land is disced or cultivated 
in the late fall or early spring, and 
then ‘left until late in May, when 
it is ploughed. Next it is worked 
down into a fine seed bed and har- 
rowed weekly until the third week 
in June, when, after a thorough 
packing, the grass or legume seed 
is sown, é
